AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS 


State College, Pa., Sept. 27.—The 
plea of Pennsylvania farm ers for in­ 
formation on the solution of their 
economic problems and for a 
supply 
of trained men to m anage their co­ 
operative associations 
has been an­ 
swered by the agricultural school of 
the Pennsylvania State College. 
It became known today th at a de­ 
partm ent of agricultural economics is 
to start at once. 
Professor R. G. 
Bressler, for five years in charge of 
rural economics and sociology instruc­ 
tion, has beep made head of the new 
departm ent. 
Assisted by Professors 
J. L. E. McCord and W. V. Dennis, 
he is preparing a four year course 
aimed to supply young men capable 
of successfully ^managing cooperative 
associations for farm ers, a field in 
which the demand fa r exceeds the 
supply. 
Such a departm ent at State College 
was the unanimous opinion expressed 
at the agricultural conference called 
at H arrisburg last w inter by Secre­ 
tary W illits. 
While it m ust be sta rt­ 
ed here on a very small scale, the op­ 
portunity for service to farm ers is 
almost unlimited. 
Research and ex­ 
tension will be included in the depart­ 
ment activities which will undoubtedly 
have a g reat influence in the further 
improvement of general agricultural 
condition* in the state.
